| cold, Lack of vitamin A may cause 
the skin of the body to become dry 
and horny 
The night blindness or ability

| often develop with a mild de- 
ficiency of vitamin A produced 
because the vitamin has a relatior 
ship with the sual purple process 
in the eye. This ual purple is & 
coloring matter in the retina of the 
eye necessary fe visual keennes 
While you are seeing, vitam A is 
changed into visual purple and ther 
changed back agalr with me of 
the tamin being lost during the 
process.
